Explanation:

Document 1 describes that the surface layer is made into a bag-like form with seal parts of sewing, and so 
on, and an elastic layer is inserted therein to create a cleaning sheet for metal dies. Because of the bag-like form, 
it has at least two layers of sheet-like substrate. 

Document 1 describes that unwoven cellulose cloth, and so on, impregnated with a resin for cleaning, can 
be put as a layer between the surface layer and the elastic layer, wherein the said cellulose cloth is a sheet-like 
or plate-like cleaning member. 

The elastic layer corresponds to a molding member contained inside. 

Document 1 describes that there are no restrictions on the material for the elastic layer except that it 
needs to be elastic at normal temperature and that it is preferable that such material can be used repeatedly. 
Accordingly, document 1 is construed as not suggesting that the elastic layer (a molding member) is formed of 
synthetic or natural rubber that has not been vulcanized because it melts by heat and so it is difficult to use it 
repeatedly. In addition, it is not considered that using synthetic or natural rubber that has not been vulcanized as 
material for the elastic layer used in a cleaning material was a well-known technology. 
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
